Looking towards the Russian de- 
legation he added: “Owing to your 
conduct you have rendered the 
United Natlons ineffective. We had 
placed all our confidence in. this 
organisation and you are obliging 
us to seck our salvation not within 
its framework, but by regional er- 
rangements which we would have 
wished to avoid.” 


He referred to the lack of con-

Luxemburg Ministers pledged one another a policy of 
common defence under the five power pact of Brussels. 


The permanent command ‘is to 
carry out this policy -and to co- 
ordinate production and procure- 
ment of material for their integrated 
military establishments, according | 
to a communique issued by the 
meeting. . 


The Ministers, including ‘Britain's 
A.V... Alexander. and_.France's_Paul 
Ramadier, studied reports on this 
integration drafted by the Chiefs of 
Staff of the five participating na- 
tions, on 

‘The permanent international, 
command, the Ministers deelded, 
will Include clements of a land, sca 
and alr command under a perman- 
ent military. chairman to study 
tactical end technical problems of 
defending Western , Europe. 

STANDARDISED EQUIPMENT

I AM asked whether I read in my

But somehow it lacks novelty, 
and soon, I fancy, it will merge into 
my nightmare of the mass-produced 
American fiction which I still have 
to face.
